Lord Rathdonnell’s. Sungirt repeated his 
success of twelve months ago in the stallions’ 
class and the Croker Cup; an immensely 
powerful stamp, he is ‘the ideal type for the 

rpose for which he ia used. Maccanna, who 
ioe also-mAde his mark at Ballsbridge, was 
not shown last year, and he was now placed 
second. The stallions did not make a strong 
class, no doubt for the reason that during the 
part season ‘they had & very busy time: the 
trade in high-grade hunters has heen, and 
promises to continue to be, a profitable one 
for breeders and dealers. At least a couple of 
stallions exhibited had up to ninety mares 
each during the past season. Maybe, a return 
to the old system of having to classes for 
stallions—one for ‘‘ young” and the other for 
““old ” stallions—might serve to st'mulate the 
interest in the sires’ section of the Show. 


THE YEARLINGS. 


Messrs. R. CC. Dawson and J. J. Maher 
were the judges of the thoroughbreds, and 
both gentlemen were well qualified by their 
untivailed knowledge and extensive experience 
—practical and theoretical—to pass under 
review the qualities of the several classes. 
The colts were good, but not exceptional, and 
the average standard of them was not high: 
the first four were outstanding from their 
fellows. Mr. John O'Gorman won first and 
Cup with his chestnut by Lomond out of 
Princess Thera.

Victor Stud sires—Roi Hero and Battle Axe— 
produced the second, third and fourth prize 
winners, and the first prize winner amongst 
the fillies. The fourth best in the colts was 
the hay by Battle Axe bw Dream Child by 
Bonaparte out of Queen of France by Bucking- 
ham ; as aforesaid, he is owned by Mr. J. W. 
A. Harris. The colt is strikingly like his sire,

IRISH ' ARTISTS. : 


THE EXHIBITION AT BALLS- 
BRIDGE. 


A FLNE COLLECTION, 


-“ 


The exhibition of art and the handicrafts 
allied thereto that has been brought together 
by the organisers of Aonach Tailteann is one 
of the great attractions of the Horse Show at 
Balisbridge. It is well set out in the Art 
Industries Hall. 

The collection includes no fewer than 1,597 
exhibits, about one-half of which were entered 
for competition. It is divided into two 
sections, one covering pure art and the other 
those crafts, from stained glass manufacture 
to toy-making, in which perfection depends 
on the cultivation of the artistic sense. The 
miniature jaunting car exhibited by the 
brothers Darbey, of Ballsbridge, is, in its 
way, a8 perfect a work of art as the best of 
the oil paintings. 

The pictures in oils and in water-colours 
number 260—quite an exhibition in itself. It 
includes examples of the work of most of our 
Irish artists, North and South, with some 
representation from overseas, The great 
majority of the pictures have been seen 
already at one or other of the Dublin exhibi- 
tions, and are well known to city art lovers. 
The special advantage of the exhibition at 
Ballsbridge is that it brings this side of Irish 
life and activity directly under the notice of 
many country folk, to whom, in the ordinary 
course, art is a very vague thing, indeed. The 
fine collection is incomplete inasmuch as it 
includes none of the characteristic work of 
Mr. Jack Yeats. 


THE AWARDS 


Sir John Lavery, R.A., acted as adjudicator 
on the painting exhibits entered for the com- 
— for the Tailteann insignia of excel- 
ence. He awarded the Tailteann Trophy to 
Mr. John Keating, R.H.A., for the picture, 
“Homage to Hugh Lane” (21). The award 
has been keenly criticised. Mr. P. J. Tuohy 
was awarded the bronze medal for the group 
of four, which, besides the portrait, “ John 
Joyce ” (15), contains the very fine portrait 
of James Stephens (14), one of the exhibits 
of note at this year's Academy. 

In the class for landscape and seascape the 
silver medal went to an American artist, Mr. 
Power O'Malley, for ‘The Old Quarry ” 
(156). The subject is boldly handled and well 
balanced and the brush work is carefully done. 
Miss Letitia Hamilton, all of whose Irish 
landscapes are restful to the eye and appeal- 
ig to the imagination, was suas the 
bronze medal for “The White Farm” (120). 
The whites and darks in this little picture are 
in Miss Hamilton's best style, and the horse, 
while not so interesting as her wonderful bog- 
land donkeys, is well posed and well drawn. 
Miss Eva Hamilton is represented by four 
pictures, of which “* Milking Time ”’ (136), full 
of warm sunshins, attracts a good deal of 
aitention. 
_Mr. Keating for “G.H.0.” (224) got the 
silver medal in the class confined to figure 
subjects, still life and such, generally de- 
scri as genre pictures, The bronze medal 
went to Mrs. Margaret Clarke. the 
Dublin artist, whose reputation has - been 
mereasing fapidly since her recent wel. 
come return to the exhibitors. The medal 
was awarded for a group of four, of which 
one, a nude (252), is by far the best figure 
painting in the whole collection. Few, if 
any, of our artists can equal this lady in figure 
drawing, “ Mary and Brigid ”’ (251), another 
of the four, is the picture which was received 
with enthusiasm at the artist's private ex- 
hibition a few months ago. 


SIR J. LAVERY’S PICTURE. 


Outside the competitions there are nearly 
all of the best that our painters in oils and in 
water colours can show. The big thing of the 
collection is Sir John Lavery's “ The Red 
Rose ” (276). This is the artist at his best as 
a master of colour. The portrait of the lady 
in the armchair is of itself arresting, but the 
greatest merit of the painting is the mar- 
vellous effect of the surroundings, the back- 
ground of scarlet curtains, the armchair up- 
holstery, and the wonderful mauve of the 
sitter’s robe, with the sheen of the light so 
delicately reproduced. The picture is priced 
at £800. Mr. Charles Lamb, Mr. Frank 
McKelvey, the popular artist of the peaceful 
landscape; Mr. William Conor, thé painter 
of Belfast life; Miss Purser, Mr. William 
MacBride, Mr. Bingham McGuinness, Mr. 
Lancelot Bayly, Mr. Humbert Craig, Mr. Alec 
Williams, Mr. Paul Henry, and Mr. Crampton 
Walker are among the leading artists whens 
work is exhibited. 

Keen: interest was taken in ‘‘ The Musician "' 
(265), by Mr. Dermod O’Brien, P.R.H.A. The 
elfish eyes and the beautifully-moulded hands 
of the boy at the piano awaken the artistic 
appreciation to a remarkable extent. Mr. Leo 
Whelan has done well to remove the caravan 
that was a decided weakness in his fine pic- 
ture, “The Gipsy” (278), when exhibited at 
this year’s Academy. 

Miss Jellett is the only representative of the 
futurist school seen here, but there are two 
large decorative paintings, '' Dance of Life” 
(416) and “ Dance of Death" (417), by Mr. 
i. A. Kernoff, which approach that much-dis- 
cussed style. Mr. Kernoff, who is a prolific 
painter, daily follows his trade as a Dublin 
cabinet-maker. 

Mr. Keating was silver medallist and Mr. 
Tuohy bronze medallist for prints and draw- 
ings. In this section were some  un- 
usually interesting exhibits, including a very 
pleasant likeness of the Governor-General, by 
The MacEgan (332). We noticed an elaborate 
drawing of the beautiful Casino at Marino 
(299), by Mr. 8. A. Scott, and a very realistic 
impression of a Clonmel waterfall by Mr. 
James Golden, who did the scenic painting on 
the castellated entrance to the Tailteann 
Games arena at Croke Park. 

The silver medal for sculpture in the round 
was awarded to Mr. F. Doyle Jones, and a 
bronze medal to Mr. Francis Wiles. The 
winners, in order of merit, in the relief sculp- 
ture competition were Miss Kathleen Ver- 
schoyle, Dundrum, and Mr. Joseph Higgins, 
of Youghal. 

The crafts’ industries will be dealt with in 
another notice.

8.0.5. signals were picked up by the steam- 
ship Dieppe, another of the Southern Railway 
Company's boats, which was crossing from 
Deippe to Newhaven with passengers and 
mails. She at once put back to render agsist- 
ance, but had not proceeded far when a 
wireless came from the Newhaven that no 
assistance was required, and the Dieppe 
continued her passage to the English coast. 

The passengers from the Newhaven, it trans- 
pired, were got ashore in boats in good order, 
and taken to Dieppe in conveyances, whence 
they proceeded to Paris by special train at 
8.30 a.m., only five hours late. The Newhaven 
still remains hard and fast ashore. 

A Lloyd's message from Dieppe despatched 
at 4.30 p.m. says:—Attempts to get off the 
Newhaven have been unsuccessful. There 
is a moderate chance of getting her off.

EXPORTED IRISH CATTLE. 


THE CONDITIONS OF TRANSIT. 


Mr. Royce, in the House of Commons ves- 
terday, asked the President of the Board of 
Trade whether he was aware of the con- 
ditions under which cattle are shipped from 
the ports of Ireland to Great Britain, and 
whether he would make representations to 
the Governments of Ireland with a view to 
improving the conditions. 

Mr. Smith, who replied, said— The transit 
of animals from Ireland to this country is 
controlled by orders issued by the Irish Go- 
vernments and by my department. All three 
Governments maintain inspectors to see that 
animals are humanely carried, and the small 
number of casualties for cattle—only 1.4 per 
1,000—indicates that their efforts are success- 
ful. The British and Irish Governments are 
constantly in communication in order to im- 
prove the conditions of the trade, but unfor- 
tunately the carriage of animals by sea is 
exceedingly difficult, and when heavy weather 
is experienced casualties occur even on the 
largest ships.

BOY SCOUTS INJURED. 


There was a bad motor coach accident at 
Abbotsbury, near Weymouth, last night, 
when twelve Boy Scouts from the Birming- 
ham district were injured. The Scouts are in 
camp at Barton Bradstock and were going 
down a steep hill at Abbotsbury at the time 
of the accident.

After sitting for nineteen hours the Anglo- 
Russian Conference broke up this morning at 
7.15 am., and an official communiqué was 
issued later, which stated that “as the 
Soviet Delegation was unable to accept the 
amendments and concessions offered in regard 
to Article 14 of the Draft Treaty no agree- 
ment was reached. Negotiations broke down, 
ond the Treaty will not be signed.” 

1 understand, however, on good authority, 
that this statement conveys an air of finality 
which is somewhat misleading. In the words 
of one who was present—"' Ít would not be 
correct to assume that the negotiations have 
completely collapsed. There is likely to be a 
mem he members of the Conference and 
officials are forbidden to say anything more 
definite than this, as a highly important 
statement on the subject, which is being pre- 
pared, will be made in Parliament to-morrow 
either by the Prime Minister or Mr. Pon- 
sonby.

Daylight found the delegates completely 
jaded after an all-night sitting, and at the 
end several of them were too exhausted to 
carry the discussions any further. The posi- 
tion then seemed hopeless.

freshed from their beds a way may be found 
of bringing them together again. It is signi- 
ficant that the Russians are not preparing to 
go home, 
Article 14, which proved so big a stumbling. 
block, has in the course of the long negotia- 
tions become a complicated affair of cross- 
references dealing with methods of financial 
adjustment between the two countries.

ONE CENTRAL HOSPITAL.

THE DUBLIN HOSPITAL 
CAMPAIGN. 


Why should Dublin not have one big, cen. 
tral hospital, so equipped as to meet al! the 
modern requirements of medical science’ 

That was the question put by Mr. J. W. 
Brittain, U.D.C., to yesterday's “luncheon 
report meeting” of the workers in Sir Pat- 
rick Dunn's Hospital Forward Movement 
Campaign. 

He pointed out that they were not asking 
money for ordinary hospital expenditure : 
they were asking for a capital fund. The 
duty of every patriotic citizen was to do his 
or her utmost to bring their hospitals to 
the same level as they had been brought to 
in other cities. 

Why should Dublin have hospitals that 
were 100 years behind time? Why should 
they not have one big, central hospital like 
other cities’ Whether the present campaign 
was successful or not, it would at all events 
bring the public to some realisation of the 
need for a large up-to-date central hospital 
that would be capable of looking after all 
the sick and poor. If the campaign were 
successful, the number of hospitals in Dublin 
would be reduced, and, instead of four or 
five or six separate appeals for financial sup- 
port there would be only one. 

Mr. Brittain referred to the example shown 
by Belfast workers, who contributed one 
penny per week each to the support of one 
central institution in the city—their combined 
efforts producing a sum of £18,000. He sag. 
gested enlistment of the Dublin workers’ help 
in the same manner. 

Mr. Cvrus P. Keen, the “campaign 
manager,” said that on the previous day they 
had reported the collection of subscriptions 
to the amount of something like £5,000. He 
did not think that the different teams would 
report as much that day, but that need not 
alscourage them at all. The different team 
leaders then reported the results. of their

THE DAWES REPORT. 


GERMANY’S WAY TO PEACE 
AND FREEDOM. 


LONDON CONFERENCE, 
SS 


An official report of the Inter-Allied Con- 
ference was issued by the Foreign Office, 
London, last night:—The Conference met at 
noon to-day at the Foreign Office, under the 
Chairmanship of Mr. Macdonald. Sir James 
Allen, High Commissioner for New Zealand, 
acted as one of the members of the British 
Empire delegation. The German Govern- 
ment was represented by Herr Marx, the 
German Chancellor; Dr. Stresemann, Dr. 
Luther, and Herr Von Schubert. 

The proceedings were opened by Mr. 
Macdonald, so that they were all anxious that 
the responsibilities which the report imposed 
upon him should be accepted, not because 
they must be, but because there was a 
common desire to make a serious and an 
honest attempt to fulfil the obligations to 
which signatures were attached, and to attach 
signatures after discussions, in which every 
party had been fairly heard. 

The sole business of the Conference was to 
deal with matters arising out of the appli- 
cation of the Experts’ Report, and ¢o that 
he must, as Chairman of the Conference, con- 
fine its attention. He hoped that by the 
exercise of the desire and the spirit of co- 
operation, they might arrive speedily at an 
agreement, and’ so enable the London Con- 
ference of 1924 to mark a successful attempt 
to make possible friendly relations between 
the Governments of Europe. 

The German Chancellor said that he and 
his colleagues were cOmvinced that upon the 
solution of this task the fate of Germany, the 
fate of Europe, depended. 

“ We are equally convinced that this task 
can only be achieved if a apirit of peaceful 
agreement and strict fairness prevails. The 
German delegation will negotiate in that 
spirit. The German Government have already 
declared on @ former occasion, just as the 
Allied Governments have also done, that they 
regard the experts’ plan as a suitable basis 
for the solution of the reparation question. I 
here confirm that declaration, with the further 
addition that the German Government, in the 
expectation that the Conference comes to an 
agreement, gives its consent to the draft bills 
prepared by the Organisation Committees on 
the basis of the report, and that they will lay 
them before the German legislative bodies 
with all haste after the end of this Con- 
ference for the purpose ef execution. 

“We suppose that the various bilateral 
measures provided for by the experts’ «plan 
will also be executed in accordance with the 
intention of the experts. We see here a way 
which will, and must, lead our people to free- 
dom and peace, and, at the same time, afford 
a possibility of their working together with 
the other peoples in the restoration of Europe 
The restoration of mutual confidence is the 
mest important factor for the fruitful co- 
operation of the nations. 

“Should it be possible for the Conference. 
as we confidently hope, to prepare the ground 
for the attainment of this great end. then 
the whole German people, as soon as the 
essential conditions for its economic activity 
have been restored, will devote its whole 
strength to carrying out the heavy obliga- 
tions which the experts’ plan requires from 
3.” u 

Mr. Macdonald handed to the German 
Delegation reports embodying the previous 
work of the Conference. and suggested that 
the German Delegation should examine those 
parts of the reports with which they were 
concerned, and that as soon as they were 
ready to discuss the reports another meeting 
of the Conference should be summoned. 
The German Chancellor agreed with this pro- 
cedure, and said that the German Delegation 
would complete their examination of the 
documents in questign as quickly as possible.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

Mr. Lloyd George early this evening gave 
his views upon the agreement arrived at at 
the Inter-Allied Conference. He was not at 
all disposed, he said, to grudge the Prime 
Minister the full measure of praise for the 
success which he had been instrumental in 
securing, but, having given close considera- 
tion to the proposals of the Conference, he 
was bound to say that, in his opinion, they 
might have been less elaborate and com- 
plicated. 

Good-will was essential to any agreement, 
and every complication introduced into the 
machinery created an additional chance of 
friction. Nothing should be left to chance, 
if it was possible to avoid it. The state- 
ment of the Prime Minister was clear 
enough, but there were gaps. Nothing had 
been said as to the evacuation of the Ruhr, 
which was really a matter of first-class im- 
portance, and which had, perhaps,, worried 
the Germans more than anything else 

Then they would like to know the atti- 
tude of the Government in regard to the 
evacuation of the Cologne area. This was 
closely related to the Ruhr question, since 
if Britain evacuated the Cologne area, and 
the French sent their own troops, there 
things would be made very much worse, and 
might result in the nullification of all the 
good work the Prime Minister had accom- 
plished. 

Then Mr. Lloyd George had something 
to say as to (Germany s capacity to pay. 
He did not think that it ought to be as- 
sumed that the Dawes report was finality. 
The mere fact that the experts arrived at 
a certain figure did not make the question 
final. On the subject of default, would 
the Committees to be set up decide the 
question whether there was merely default or 
é“ wilful defauit’’’ He hoped that it would 
be clearly understood that no Power should 
be at liberty to take separate action. 

It was, perhaps, tou much to hope that 
the Prime Minister had succeeded in achiev- 
ing a final peace, but if he had gone so far 
as to take a big step forward in the direc- 
tion of peace, not merely would the House 
be glad, not merely would Britain be glad, 
but all the world would be glad. 

Mr. Ronald MeNeill, from the other side of 
the House, expressed his belief that the posi- 
tion was more hopeful than it had ever been 
during the last three years. The members 
of the Conservative Party would, he said, be 
only too glad to offer full congratulations to 
the Prime Minister if he carried the present 
negotiations to a successful issue. 

he Prime Minister, in his reply, expressed 
a strong desire that the Dawes report, as a 
whole, should be put into operation and given 
a chance. He mentioned that to-day they 
had reconstituted the Conference, with the 
representatives of the German Government 
resent, and to-morrow they would start what 

e hoped would be an almost continuous 
session,@because no one could wish the matter 
to drag on. 

He had a glimmer of hope, and, perhaps, 
before the week was over they would see 
much daylight. In any event, he thought 
that the House might go on holiday and leave 
the Government to finish its work. 

With regard to the questions put to him as 
to the continued occupation of the Cologne 
area, the Prime Minister said that he did not 
think that matter should be mixed up with 
the French occupation of the Ruhr. For his 
own part, he would never agree to a British 
soldier remaining sixty seconds longer in 
Cologne than was necessary to carry out the 
obligations imposed upon Britain by the 
Treaty of Versailles. . . 

The more important part oí Mr. Macdonald's 
speech was directed to the matter of sanctions, 
and on this he was quite specific. Before any 
sanctions could be applied there would have to 
be a declaration of default by a kg Arc 
approached as nearly to a judicial as 
they could create. Upon that body was the 
final responsibility for declaring de ault, and, 
that being so, they had gone very far, indeed, 
to enable them to say— ' I do not mind very 
much about sanctions, because if we get your 
declaration of default under these circum- 
stances the chances are you will get unanimity 
on the part of the Governments as to the 

mme of sanctions.’’

India, though still incomplete, show that a 
hundred lives were lost and fifty thousand 
houses destroyed in Malabar. Elsewhere the 
loss of life was apparently smaller, but the 
partial figures hitherto received show that at 
least fifty thousand persons are homeless and 
thousands of acres of crops have been ruined. 
There has also been a severe outbreak of 
cholera in Trichinopolv. Relief for
